LANE ON THE GASOLINE SITUATION. 


Secretary of the Interior Lane has just filed 


his response to Senator McGumber's resolution 
calling for information regarding the oil and 
gasoline industry in the United States, with 
special reference as.to.the cause for the increase 
in the price of'gasoline. The report is; published 
as a Senate document; and comprises a fairly 
thorough and interesting survey of the oil situ- 
ation. 


Readers of this report of'the Department of 


the Interior will dwell 'with peculiar-interest over 
these paragraphs setting forth the reasons for 
the increased cost" of "gasoline,'for it will'be re- 
called that when-.the first important rise was an- 
nounced officials" of-the 'department issued a 
statement to the effect that oil production for 
19l5 was normal and there was no legitimate 
reason for the operators boosting the price. Mr. 
Lane's official'statement-to the Senate takes a 
quite different .tone. We quote from his explan- 
ations in the order he gives them:

FINANCIAL RECOGNITION.
